Wounded warriors, Army Lt. 
Col. Ed LaChanse and Spc. 
Bethany Wolf, who are both 
members of the Project Healing 


Waters program at Ft Belvoir, 
Va. spent last week fly fishing as 
guests of Jim Ottevaere, a 
Project Healing Waters sponsor, 
at his cabin on the Manistee 
River near Grayling. 

LaChanse has been working 
with soldiers through Project 
Healing Waters for several years. 
The project got him back into 
slinging a fly rod and line, some- 
thing he had not done since 
childhood. 


“They just reintroduced me to 
fishing and I got hooked,” 
LaChanse said. 

LaChanse was wounded in a 
vehicle acctdent just after the 
U.S. invaded fraq in 2001, 

“Over there, we were pushed 
pretty much 24/7,” LaChanse. 

Being in Grayling, last week, 
reminded LaChanse of the smail 
town he grew up in New York. 

“It’s just relaxing,” he said.

with lodge

Grayling City officials 
are moving forward with 
plans to honor an earlier 
Native American settler of 
the community. 

The Grayling City 
Council, at its July [1 
meeting, directed Jim 
Giesell to meet with the 
City of Grayling’s Parks 
and Recreation 
Commission regarding 
plans to build a lodge to 
honor Chief David 
Shoppenagon. 

Giesell, a Waters resi- 
dent, who was given the 
Native American name 
“White Buffalo,” is current- 
ly working with city and 
Crawford County 
Historical Society officials 
On upcoming projects. 

Giesell requested to build 
a lodge, made out of timber 
from the forest, on the 
Crawford County 
Historical Society Museum 
grounds or in the AuSable 
River City Park. 

Giesell would prefer to 
build the lodge in the park, 
since Shoppenagon and his 
family lived on property 
across the road from. the 
park. 

Shoppenagon, a 
Chippewa Indian, moved 
his family to Grayling in 
1876. Phat prior fall, 
Shoppenagon and his son 
Thomas came here for deer 
hunting since the Bay City 
area, where they lived, was 
over hunted, 

Giese!] said the lodge 
will be like lodges built by 
Native Americans prior to 
the turn of the 19th century. 
He said a host of lodges 
would specifically be built 
for hunting, fishing, pick- 
ing berries and harvesting 
maple syrup. 

“It's a very good repre- 
sentation of what tt was like 
years ago,” he said. 

Shoppenagon was noted 
as a hunter, trapper and 
fishermen, guided 
some of Grayling’s first set- 
ers on hunting and fishing

outings. He also served as 
a representative for the 
local lumber industry. 
Shoppenagon died in 
Grayling on Dec. 25, 1911, 
so this year would mark the 
100th year of his passing. 
“Basically, we're trying 
to help out and something 
like this would be super,” 
suid Giesell, adding that 
there are similar lodges in 
Mackinaw City that have 
been there for years. 
Giesell said a sign could 
be placed by the lodge, 


educating cilizens and 
tourists on Chief 
Shoppenagon’s — involve- 


ment in the community. 

Giesell said the lodge 
would be built with timber 
from ironwood trees. He 
added that area lumber 
companies would be asked 
fo donate cedar, maple or 
birch tree bark as a cover- 
ing for the lodge. 

“We need some sort of 
covering on the bottom so it 
doesn’t become a jungle 
gym,” he said. 

Geisel] said he could 
erect the lodge himself 
within a couple of hours. 
City officials, however, 
directed him to present the 


plans to the City) of 
Grayling’s = Parks — and 
Recreation Commission 


before getting the final 
approval from the Grayling 
City Council. 

City officials said they 
would like to get local 
school children involved in 
the construction processes, 

“There are many people 
who don’t have a clue that 
we have that kind of history 
here in the community,” 
said Grayling Mayor Karl 
Schreiner. 

Giesell, who ts working 
with the Crawford County 
Historical Society on its 
upcoming cemetery walk, 
said he would be receptive 
to conducting regular edu- 
cational activities and a 
possible pow wow by the 
lodge. 

“That is what I like to do, 
18 teach,” he said.

Conjecture had it that Mr 
Peters, the retative newcomer, 
might move into the vacated 
Kildee district. and try his luck 
there, rather than take on the veter- 
an Rep. Levin. 

Changing residence would not 
be — necessary. 
Congress are not required to reside 
in the district they represent, but 
need only reside in the state from 
which they serve. However, a car- 
pet bagger charge could be politi- 
cally deadly in a contested con- 
gressional campaign. 

A more likely successor to the 
Kildee legacy in the Flint area is 
his nephew, Dale Kitdee, who for 
many years served as Genesee 
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Members — of 


county treasurer, and flirted with 
entering the Democratic campaign 
for governor in 2010. 

The way the 2010 election 
turned out, Dale Kildee was politi- 
cally wise to bide his time last 
year, and maybe even had some 
inside family hints that Uncle Dan 
would be stepping aside soon. 

ff Dale Kildee decides to run for 
congress — which he probably will 
— he will be the favorite. The 
Kildee legacy is solid in the Flint- 
Saginaw section of the state, and 
the oulgoing Rep. Dan Kildee was 
instrumental in building that 
home-town legacy. 

There certainly would be plenty 
of Kildee carryover among voters, 
many of whom could be thinking 
they are voting for their long time 
Congressman Dan Kildee once 
again. 

Voters are like that.

AS HE ANNOUNCED his deci- 
sion to leave Congress, Rep. Dan 
Kildee cited a memorable formula 
which was new to me but which 
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probably is gospel among mem- 
bers of Congress, past and present. 

There are only three ways to 
leave Congress, Rep. Kildee said: 

“You can be thrown out, carried 
out or walk out,” he said, noting 
that in the end, he decided to walk 
out. 

Some Congress members, how- 
ever, even after they have been 
thrown out by voters, continue to 
run and run and run to get back to 
Washington. 

In addition, many members of 
Congress, once they leave office, 
voluntarily or involuntarily, never 
move back home but stick around 
Washington as lobbyists, consul- 
tants, or in some other often very 
lucrative role. 

It must be something in the air 
besides the cherry blossoms that 
attracts them to the nation’s capi- 
tal.

Paddlers to race vid eraylng 
to McMasters this weekend 


More than 70 teams 
expected for Spike’s 
Challenge C-2 event

The Spike’s Challenge C-2 race — an 
annual event slated for Sunday, July 24 - 
begins in Grayling and ends at McMasters 
Bridge, offering paddlers, feeders, and 
spectators a daytime look at the first portion 
of the AuSable River Canoe Marathon’s 
race course. 

The C-2 race usually features dozens of 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon teams; it 
gives paddlers a warm-up event for the 120- 
mile AuSable Marathon, a race from 
Grayling to Oscoda held one week after the 
Spike’s Challenge. The Spike’s Challenge 
also gives area paddlers a chance to com- 
pete in a local race that’s not nearly as 
lengthy as the AuSable Marathon, an event 
that takes 14 to 19 hours to finish. 

“It’s turning into more of a local race,” 
said John Lucey, one of the organizers for 
the Spike’s Challenge series of races. “It’s a 
good race for the feeders, especially the 
ones from out of state. They enjoy getting a 
race in.” 

(“Feeders” are members of support crews 
for AuSable River Canoe Marathon teams; 
they hand off food and drinks to the pad- 
dlers at a variety of places throughout the 
all-night race.) 

The AuSable Marathon has set new par- 
ticipation records for four consecutive 
years, culminating with last year’s total of 
04 teams. The Spike’s Challenge has also 
steadily increased its field of competitors in 
the last few years. Last year’s C-2 race had 
81 total teams. In 2009 the Spike’s 
Challenge had 79 teams. In 2008 there were 
74 teams; the event had 68 duos in 2007. 

“We usually get about 10 to 15 less than 
the marathon,” Lucey said. “I expect in the 
70s. I don’t anticipate much fess than that.” 

Like the AuSable Marathon, the Spike’s 
Challenge utilizes a sprints for position 
event to determine placements for the

It's a unique event ~ a race within a 
race. Dozens of Spike’s Challenge C-2 
teams ~ probably more than 70 - will 
battle for starting spots during Saturday's 
sprints for position competition held at 
the city park. 

The Spike's Challenge C-2 event is sim- 
ilar in format to the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, a 120-mile race from Grayling 
to Oscoda that is conducted one week 
later. In both races, teams line up on 
Peninsular Avenue, canoes on the pave- 
ment, according to placements deter- 
mined by sprints for position events, the 
teams with the best sprint times in front, 


giving them a shorter path to the water 
at the Old AuSable Fly Shop.

The two sprint events feature different 
formats and different venues. The 
AuSable Marathon’s time trials are held 
at Penrod’s. Teams go downstream first, 
turn around at a buoy, and return to the 
Starting line battling the current on the 
way back upstream. The Spike's race 
sprints offer a few different challenges. 
Teams go upstream first, paddling under- 
neath a railroad bridge on their way, 
turning around at a buoy near the cour- 
thouse, navigating through the bridge’s 
Narrow gap again, and finishing near the 
city park's pedestrian bridge. 

It takes most teams between four-and- 
a-hailf minutes and seven minutes to 
complete their Spike’s Challenge sprint. 
Even though the actual race is signifi- 
cantly longer - it takes teams two-and-a- 
half to four hours to finish the Spike's 
Challenge C-2 race, which ends at 
McMasters Bridge — the sprints for posi- 
tion event will generally provide a good 
forecast of which duos will finish in the 
top spots. 

Last year the top nine teams at sprints 
also placed in the top nine during the 
actual race the next day. In 2009, 13 of 
the top 15 teams at sprints finished in 
the C-2 race’s top 15. In 2008 the num- 
ber was nine out of 10; it was eight out 
of 10 in 2007. 

The winners of last year’s Spike's 
Challenge C-2 race, Andrew Triebold 
and Steve Lajoie, posted the top sprint 
time fast year at 4:31.3. 

The competition during the race with- 
in a race is often fierce, with teams fin- 
ishing split seconds apart. Last year the 
top four teams at sprints all posted times 
between 4:31 and 4:39. Thirteen teams 
posted final times that came in under the 
five-minute mark. 

The total number of teams in the 
Spike’s Challenge C-2 race has been ris- 
ing steadily for the last few years — there 
were 81 teams in 2010, 79 in 2009, 74 
in 2008, and 68 in 2007 — so the sprints 
for position event now takes all morning 
and most of the afternoon. Last year’s 
sprints took approximately six hours. 

“It was pretty much non-stop,” John 
Lucey, one of the Spike's Challenge orga- 
nizers, said last year. 

Organizers generally conduct the 
sprints in batches of 10, with a break in 
between each heat. The intermission 
allows teams that haven't sprinted yet an 
opportunity to warm up on the course 
for a short time. 

The 2011 Spike’s Challenge sprints for 
position are slated for 9 am. on 
Saturday, July 23.

While century rides are 
not scarce, they are unique 
enough to draw several out 
of state riders to Grayling 
each year for the Black 
Bear Bicycle Tour, an 
annual race held on the 
final Sunday of — the 
AuSable River Festival 
during the last few hours of 
the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, a 120-mile race 
from Grayling to Oscoda 
that features more than 80 
teams and thousands of 
spectators. 

The Black Bear Bicycle 
Tour is one of a few centu- 
ry rides in Michigan, It is 
also different than other 
rides in that it is part of the 
AuSable River Festival. It 
has the component of chas- 
ing the racing canoes of the 
AuSable Marathon along 
their river run to Oscoda. 

Also, the route for the 
Black Bear “is far from a 
downhill slide to Lake 
Huron. The course takes 
the riders into and out of 
the AuSable River valley 
numerous times. Riders 
get plenty of ups and 
downs to challenge their 
physical stamina since 
many of the hills are quite 
daunting,” race organizers 
said, 

Some bicyclists enter the 
tour to have a fast ride, 
while others are happy 
with completing the dis- 
tance by the end of the day. 
So how long does it take 
for someone to pedal a 
bicycle for 100 miles? It 
depends. Many seasoned 


bicyclists mention the tar- 
get lime is. six hours. 
Some riders take as long as 
[1 hours, grinding away 
long past the arrival of oth- 
ers. 

Sandra Gerken and Lori 
Kelly arrived in Oscoda in 
2009, one of them on a 
bike borrowed from a 
Grayling Bicycle Shop 
employee. It took them 11 
hours and 45 minutes from 
start to finish. 

“They wanted to ride a 
century and by sheer 
dogged tenacity they now 
add that to their 
accomplishinents,” 
organizers said. 

“There are some riders 
that ride more than a few 
of these events in order to 
improve their best century 
time of the past. They fre- 
quently ride together so 
one rider can draft behind 
another, making the pedal- 
ing 20 percent easier, until 
someone wants or forces 
them to take the lead for a 
share of the harder work,” 
face organizers said, 

A couple years ago a 
youngster from Alpena, 
Mike Anderson, a colle- 
giate mountain bike 
national champion, spent 
75 miles trying to break 
away from a seasoned rider 
from Lansing, Leslie 
Gaines, who is 25 years his 
senior. 

“Finally, on Heartbreak 
Hill, the youngster pulled 
away. He was a little faster 


race 


at the finish but Leslie was. 


not far behind. She com- 
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pleted the 100 miles in 3 
hours and 50 minutes. It’s 
not hard to do the math, 
somewhat better than 25 
miles per hour for the 
entire 100 miles,” race 
organizers said. 

Then there is another 
group that stands out when 
they show up — the “bents.”

Some have streamlined 
windshields. Then there 
are people like David 
Johnson, an engineer from 
Olivet, who showed up 
with a completely enclosed 
recumbent, He gets in, 
closes the hatch and heads 
for Oscoda. In 2004 
Johnson missed a corner, 
having to backtrack to the 
route. Even with this delay 
he recorded a time of 3 
hours, 38 minutes and 20 
seconds,
